The editor of a liberal Texas 
political journal is offering his 
readers bootleg copies of the 
closely guarded Zapruder film of 
President John F. Kennedy’s as-

. Greg Olds, editor of the 
Austin-based Texas Observer, 
said today that he is ‘'somewhat 
concerned” about the legality of 
d is t r i buting Copies of the 
34-second film, which is owned 
by Time, Inc., and coyrighted 
both by Time and by amateur 
photographer Abraham Zapru- 
der of Dallas. 

But Olds told his readers in 
The Nov. 21 issue of the Texas 
Observer: ' ■ / 

“Whatever you believe, you 
owe it to your country to see the 
Zapruder film. If you do see it, 
you won’t believe the Warren 
Report. 

i “If you iwant the film,” he, 
wrote, “send me your name and 
address (but no money yet) and 
I’U said it to you charging what 
it costs me and no more.” ' 

; Olds said he obtained an 
“eighth or tenth generation 
copy” three weeks ago through 
% friend, who promised to try to 
obtain additional copies from an 
qnnamed source for- perhaps 
$2.50 or $5 each. 

Olds said that if his. friend 
learns this week he 'cannot ob-

Dick Pollard, Life’s director of 
photography, said Olds’ proposal 
is “the first report I’ve heard of 
anybody ruining it in the United
